Sitting at Washington tho Supremo 
court of the United States Is an nngust, 
tribunal dealing in the main with ques- 
tions of groat pith nnd inoiiii'dt. Tho 
llfo position of U:o jus ticos coupled with 
tho fact that thoy lit as a court of last 
resort lends them dignity which state 
tribunals whoso membership Is fre- 
quently changed at tho ballot-box do 
not popularly coin. Tho chief justice 
la tha presiding ofllcor, having no 
greater voice than each of hU asso- 
ciates in tho determination of causes, 
and writing only such opinions as may 
afilto his lot. In tho popular inlnd 
tho post of chief Justice Is looked upon 
as ono of surpassing honor, u vlow 
which has been confirmed less by tho 
learning and integrity of the Incum- 
bents than by tho great length of tho 
■ervico of two of Uio most Illustrious oi 
•them, Marshall and Tnnoy, Frosl. 
dents came and din appeared, oven n 
S one ratio a passed away, and thtmo 
men were still at their post. 
. But the law disperses tills tribunal, 
sending eacb member upon a certain 
established circuit, and, like tho rest, 
tho oblot justice takes hi i assignment, 
lio elts In Chicago as n matter of per- 
sonal orranjremant with Mr. Justice 
Harlan, to whom this circuit, which In- 
cludes Illinois, Indlnna, and Wisconsin, 
Is duly assigned Tho court, not the 
chief justice, makes those alignments. 
Each takes tho business properly com- 
ing before him upon tho circuit. Tho 
case amy bo of very ordinary charac- 
ter. Wo find tho chief imtlco deter- 
mining whether the ball ol n petty 
postofflco thief shall bo«i>,000orfl,CIM 
and denying a prayer that certain con- 
tractors on a creek shall bo proven tod 
from going on with their work. An 
examining magistrate could havo de- 
cided the first question qulto as well as 
tho ehiaf justice ol tho United States, 
and tha determination of tho other cose 
would havo reatod with n Cook county 
circuit court judge but for tho fact that 
ha Insisted on notice to tha other sldo, 
a position which tho ohlel justice ulso 
Inflated upon. 

Tho plan of creating United States 
circuit judges was prompted, llko the 
creation of tha state appellate courts, 
by a desire to roilova tbe Supremo 
court of some of its burdens. In Its own 
business tho Supreme court of tlie 
United States Is between two and throe 
years in arrears. Why should net tlie 
peripatetic- feature ol tbo work ot tho 
Justices ba dliponsod with nnd added 
tlmo be gained for sittings at Wash- 
ington? Thorn would than ba avoid- 
ance of tho spootaelo of one justice hav- 
ing his face elappod in Giilllforiiln and 
another looking Into the proceedings of 
a commissioner's court in Chicago.— 
Chicago Times.
